Hereas the infection of the Plague is daily diſperſed moze 
d moꝛe in diuers parts ot this City and the Liberties ther⸗ 
of, al well fo: that the houſes infected haue not been, no2 
pet are kept ſhut vp, accoꝛding to theP2oclamation, and 
many —— and O2ders in that behalfe made and ta⸗ 
ken, aſwell by the Kings moſt excellent Maieſtie, as by mee 
and my Bꝛethzen the Aldermen, as alto fo2 that the people 
infected,and whoſe houſes are infected (againſt all hone- 
ſtie, humane cinility, and good conſcience, ſeeking as it 
were rather the deſolation of the Citie, and ofthis Ring- 
—— by dif — of the infection, then otherwiſe) do dai⸗ 
ly intrude themlelues into all companies, both pꝛuate and 
publive. afimeltar Sermons as elſewhere, and doe flocke 
| to the aue in multitudes, one ſtill in- 
ſecting another, to the diſpleaſure of Almighty God, and 
great griefe of his Maieſtie, to vnderſtand of the deſtructi- 
x on of his Dubiects in ſuch wilfull and deſperate manner. 
To the end therefoze that the cauſe of further infection, 


which ma en by any of the afozeſaid occaſtons (if 
God be ſo pleaſed) may be taken away, and the — [o dubtects (whom in his Puncelyand gracious 
care had ouer them, he tendereth as dearely as himſelfe) may be pꝛeſerued from that perill. Theſe are in 
' Gods Name to exhoꝛt and perſwade, and in his Paieſties Name ſtraightly to charge and command all 
erſons whatſoeuer, inhabiting within this Citie and the Liberties thereof, whoſe houſes noware, oꝛ 
fterduring this Uiſttation, ſhall be infected with the Plague, vpon their Allegiance, and due obe⸗ 
dience,that they doe owe.vnto our ſaid S Lo2d the King, to keepe their ſaid houſes ſhut vp, 
fo2 the ſpace of xcviii. dayes next after the buriall of any dying of the Plague out of their ſaid houſes, 
And that the people infected, and of the ſaid infected houles, doe continue in their ſaid houſes, 
during the ſaid time of xxviii. dayes, and none ofthem goe abꝛoad, but onely foꝛ neceſfaric food, and with

bodies to the & ꝛaue, vpon paine of his Highneſſe heauy diſpleaſure and impꝛilonment of their 

offending by the ſpace of ten dayes, without 02 maynpuze : Bequiring alto, and charging 
all Churchwardens,Conſtables,Beadles of Wardes, Clarkes and Sextongof Pariſhes,andall other 
Officers and Miniſters within this Citieand the Liberties thereof, euery one of them in his place and 
office, carefully tolooke vnto the per foꝛmante of the pꝛemiſſes, and of allother oꝛders foꝛmerly ſet downe 
by the Lozd Maio? andAidermen ofthig Citie foz the time being, oꝛ by me and my Bꝛethꝛen the Alder⸗
